TWENTY -SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 

Uwslccs of lf|t] JVabobtj ^nslilule. 


In submitting to the town the Twenty-Seventh An- 
nual Report, with the usual accompanying documents, 
the Trustees feel gratified in renewing their assurances 
to the public that the Peabody Institute has had an- 
other year of prosperity, and that nothing has occurred 
to interrupt the successful progress of the beneficent 
purposes for which it was founded. 

The reports of the Chairman and of the Sub-Com- 
mittees of the Lyceum and Library Committee give, as 
usual, minute information of all the proceedings and 
transactions of the Institute, and but little, if any, can 
be said in addition to its general condition. 

These reports unmistakably indicate that the institu- 
tion under our charge is in a most flourishing and pros- 
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perous condition. By the report of the Treasurer of 
the Trustees — whose careful administration of financial 
affairs his associates desire especially to commend— it 
appears that the Reserved bund of $20,000 sot apait 
in 1870 for accumulation, has increased to $31,404.55. 
The total invested funds of the Institute are $171,- 
154.55— an increase of $1,474.78 over the previous 
year. 

The Chairman of the Lyceum and Library Commit- 
tee, in his general report, says that, although tho past 
year with the Institute has been uneventful, nothing 
having occurred calling for special comment, yet tho 
Committee can point to the evidence furnished by the 
statistics here and there, of steady growth, increased 
usefulness and wider influence in the eauso of education 
and morality. 

The Standing Committee on Library report that the 
principal event in the past year’s history of the Library 
has been the printing of the first supplement to the 
Catalogue, which contains a list of some 5000 books, 
carefully arranged in alphabetical order upon the sarno 
general plan as the first catalogue, at a cost of about 
$550.00. The chairman thinks it evident that a larger 
sum than usual must be spent the coming year for re- 
placements, as there are more than 300 volumes worn 


out in long service, which should again be put upon the 
shelves. In the department of fiction, we are pleased 
to make note that the Committee do not follow the ex- 
amples of many libraries by filling the shelves indis- 
criminately with about everything that is published in 
that line, but confine their purchases, as much as it is 
possible so to do, to such books as have some permanent 
value. 

The Lecture Committee state that they found it im- 
possible to furnish a series of lectures on scientific sub- 
jects, such as would be satisfactory to the public, and 
also state that the sum placed at their disposal last year 
did not enable them to obtain more than three or four 
lecturers of the highest rank. 

The Librarian reports the number of new books add- 
ed to the Library during the past year as 992. This 
number is exclusive of periodicals, replacements, patent 
office reports, etc. The circulation of books has been 
33,840, against 30,486 the previous year. Of this 
number 74 per cent, consisted of fiction ; the year pre- 
vious it was 75 per cent,, showing, as usual, that his- 
tory, scientific and philosophical works are at a dis- 
count. 

The Treasurer of the Lyceum and Library Committee 
reports that in this department there has been paid out 


for salaries, lectures, new books, etc., $4,916.03. The 
amount disbursed for the Ebon Dale Sutton Reference 
Library the past year has been $1,792.49 ; of this sum, 
$1,309.83 were expended for new books. Since last 
year’s annual report 366 volumes have been presented 
or purchased by this library ; and among those pur- 
chased are “ Hansard’s Parliamentary Debates of Great 
Britain,” in 339 volumes — a very valuable acquisition. 

In conclusion, the Trustees again renew their congrat- 
ulations to the citizens of Peabody upon the prosperity 
of its cherished institution.

Financial Committee. 
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: Report of the Lyceum and Library Committee. 


To the Trustees of tiie Peabody Institute: — 

The annual report of the Lyceum and Library Committee 
here contained brings the history of their department of ad- 
ministration up to the end of the year closing in February, 
1879. Accompanying this document are the usual reports of 

the Sub-Committees* Treasurer and Librarian. 

» 

Our every day life lias been uneventful and nothing has oc- 
curred calling for special comment ; but we may point to the 
evidence furnished by the statistics here and there of steady 
growth, increased usefulness and wider influence in the cause 
of education and morality. We trust that the time will never 
come when terms of opposite meaning, decrease in growth, 
usefulness and influence, shall truly describe any year's history 
of the Peabody Institute ; when the fervor of that zeal, which 
a noble example and munificent endowment at first begot, 
shall grow cool with age, or still worse degenerate into a cyni- 
cism that believes nothing, trusts in nothing, and laughs at the 
words education and morality, and those who quote them in 
serious earnestness. May we keep this motto so fitly chosen 
for us ever in full view, and if ever we falter by the way may 
we invoke its aid to recall us to that path of duty in which he 
trod to whom we owe these great opportunities. 

In our last annual report we informed you that we were 
about to prepare a supplemental catalogue of the additions to 


the Peabody Library, some 5000 in number, that had been 
made since the catalogue of 1872 was issued. This work 
was promptly commenced and successfully finished within the 
first half of the year bv the Librarian and his assistants. Sev- 
eral improvements in form have been introduced, convenience 
of reference and accuracy appear to have received due atten- 
tion, and the treasures of the Library are made available to the 
citizen down to the latest possible date. So necessary to a 
large Library is a good Catalogue that it is scarcely less im- 
portant than the books themselves. 

I he efforts of the Sutton Reference Library during the past, 
year have resulted in some additions to that Library of great 
value which are deserving of special attention. Resides the 
respectable list of treatises on various topics of art, science, 
areluvo logy and history, we announce with more than satisfac- 
tion the acquisition of a complete edition of Cobhett’s Parlia- 
mentary History and Hansard's Parliamentary Debates in con- 
nected and uniform series from the year 10(10 to 1878, and 
comprising 339 volumes of royal octavo size, all in excellent 
condition and substantially bound. \\ e art' not aware that a 
complete edition of this work can he found in any other Libra- 
ry in the State. But, however this may be, we affirm without 
fear of contradiction that no more acceptable aid could be fur- 
nished to the student of Constitutional history. Within these 
volumes may be found the first germs of liberty, the common- 
alty asserting its rights against kingly power, often seeming to 
be crushed out but ever renewing the struggle, and gaining 
strength and courage with every fresh effort until it compelled 
recognition and the name of Englishman became synonymous 
with that of freeman. We may here trace step by step that 
current of historical events and influences which have ripened 
in these latter days into the republican freedom that is the 
birth right of the countrymen of George Peabody. This is a 
fuscinating topic, but we leave it well satisfied if we have giv- 
en a sufficient hint to our own historical student of the <r 0 od 

C 
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things placed in his way through an enlightened liberality that 
is still happily in life and undiminished activity. 

The report of the Committee on Lectures tells a story of 
some success and some disappointment, notwithstanding their 
best efforts. Our financial reports of the last few years will 
show that but a small portion of our increased income has been 
appropriated to this department, and one reason for the adop- 
tion of this policy has perhaps been, a feeling that the returns 
for the money expended in this direction were at best but un- 
certain and too often very unsatisfactory. We bespeak for 
that committee a fair appreciation of their effort to afford 
through the annual lecture course reasonable entertainment 

u 

and instruction. 

Having thus briefly touched upon such matters as the history 
of the year seemed to point out as fit for observation, we close 
this report by again acknowledging the faithful attention on 
the part of all the officials of the Institute to their respective 
duties.

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Report of Peabody Library Committee. 


To the Luikarv and Lycei m Committee s — 

The Sub-Committee on the Peabody Library make the fol- 
lowing report for the year ending Feb. 1st, 187‘J : 

The principal event in the past year's history of the Library 
has been t lie printing of the first supplement to the Catalogue. 
An increase of some 5,000 volumes, since the reorganization of 
the Library and the publication ot the General Catalogue in 
1872, had made this work almost imperative. The revision of 
the card catalogue from which the supplement was to be print- 
ed was undertaken early in the spring of* 1878. It was care- 
fully corrected, and arranged in alphabetical order, upon the 
same general plan as the first catalogue. Such changes and 
improvements were made as seemed to simplify the work and 
render it more useful to those who consult it. 

These are more fully explained in the report of the Librari- 
an. The cards were then copied upon sheets so ruled as to 
greatly facilitate the work of the compositor. 

During this time estimates had been obtained for printing 
the work from some of the largest offices in the State. It was 
found that it could be done at the least expense, when all the 
items were considered, by our own local press. The first page 
was put in type in June, and the work proceeded until its com- 
pletion in October. 

The first Supplement makes a volume of 220 pages, and the 


23 


cost for 250 copies, 100 of which are bound, has been about 
§550. Twenty-five copies were at once bound in half Turkey 
for use in the Library room, and to the facilities thus afforded 
the increased circulation of this year may be largely ascribed. 
Fifty copies have been bound in cloth with the general cata- 
logue, for those who prefer the whole work in one volume. 
Fifty copies have also been bound in cloth separately. The 
price of the complete catalogue has been placed at §1.25, that 
of the supplement at 35 cents. 

The number of cards issued to borrowers during the past 
year has been 295, making a total of 4,040 at the present time* 
The number of volumes loaned lias been 33,8:10, an increase 
of 11 per cent, over the circulation of last year. 

It is evident that during the coming year a larger sum than 
usual must be spent for replacements. There are probably 
more than 300 volumes worn out in long service which it is 
desirable to again put upon the shelves. The publication of 
the monthly list of new books also demands more attention and 
will require the expenditure of some money to properly accom- 
plish it. The steady growth of the Library and the constant 
increase in the number of books loaned, remind us that if we 
would maintain it at its present excellent standard we must 
meet this larger use with larger means. 

As the end of each fiscal year approaches your committee 
find themselves unable to purchase some works which seem 
very desirable without encroaching too largely upon the new 
year’s funds. They believe also that they exercise a sound 
discretion in the selection of books. In the department of 
Fiction and Juvenile, particularly, they do not follow the ex- 
ample of many Libraries and fill the shelves indiscriminately 
with all that is published. They confine their purchases, as 
much as is possible in this direction, to such books as have 
some permanent value.

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Report of the Lecture Committee. 


To tiie Library and Lyceum Committee: — 

In arranging a course of lectures for the past season, your 
Committee endeavored to procure the best talent to he obtain- 
ed. They found but few first-class lecturers whom they were 
able to secure. The sum placed at our disposal does not en- 
able us to obtain more than three or four lecturers of the high- 
est rank. In making up the Course for 1878, wc were oblig- 
ed to introduce several strangers, who came to us highly en- 
dorsed by those whose judgment we respected. In all but one 
or two instances we were not disappointed. Those who make 
out courses of lectures must of necessity accept the testimony 
of others in regard to the merits of lecturers. 

We found it impossible to furnish a series of lectures on 
scientific subjects, such as would he satisfactory to our people. 
Yet in the selection of subjects we made our choice tend in the 
direction of science as far as possible. As far as wc could 
judge from the subjects, without actual knowledge of a lec- 
ture, we have determined upon them as one would upon books, 
selecting such as ought to be listened to and digested, and not 
merely swallowed.

^ 1 herewith submit the animal report of the condition of the 
Peabody Library for the year ending Feb. 1, 187!). 

The number of volumes added to the Library during the 
war is 1,212. Phis includes 40 volumes of bound periodi- 
cals and 12 volumes of the new issue of Patent Office reports, 
besides 168 volumes of replacements and 5 volumes of dupli- 
cates of works previously reported : making the number of 
volumes of current and standard literature actually added to 
the Library 992.

The circulation of books during the year was 33,840 vol- 
umes. Of these 74 per cent, consisted of fiction, 6 per cent, 
travel and description of countries, etc., 3 per cent, history, 4 
per cent, biography, 3 per cent, scientific works and books of 
reference, 2 per cent, books on law and on mental, moral and 
socml science, 2 per cent, poetry, 3 per cent, magazines, and 
° per cent, miscellaneous, including works in foreign languag- 
es, collections of miscellaneous works, etc. A comparison 
" t * ,e circulation of the previous year shows an increase of 
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11 per cent in the number of books delivered. A decrease of 
1 per cent, in fiction is also to be observed. 

There are now 4,040 names of borrowers on the index 
book ; of these 295 have been added during the year, 290 be- 
ing new applicants for cards, and 5 being former holders or 
cards who had not for some time made use of their privilege. 
The amount of fines collected is $69.35. 

159 volumes have been worn out or mutilated ; 163 volumes 
have been replaced, and 488 volumes rebound. There are 
still many works which it would be desirable to replace. 

The distinguishing event of the year has been the publica- 
tion of a supplementary catalogue including all books added to 
the Library from January 1, 1872, the date of the previous 
catalogue, to June 1, 1878. The result is a book of 22 1 
pages, similar in its general arrangement to the catalogue of 
1872, but embodying some improvements which experience 
has suggested. The use of this supplement makes the newer 
portion of the Library much more easily accessible to the pub- 
lic, and is probably in part the cause of the increase in circula- 
tion. 

Even in the comparatively short time since the date of the 
supplement, the new lists of books are furnishing a problem de- 
manding prompt solution. The printing of the lists of books 
added each month was discontinued while the supplement was 
in press. Since then, these lists have been printed, as before, 
in the Peabody Press. There are now four lists awaiting 
publication, the last list published being that of Oct. 2, 1878. 
In view of these facts, I would recommend that the committee 
determine upon some efficient plan of printing the monthly 
lists promptly. The size of the bulletin board makes it im- 
practicable to keep a full list of additions posted in manuscript, 
and the same objection in regard to size is to be urged against 
any system of multiplying manuscript copies. The whole ques- 
tion is one worthy of immediate and careful consideration.

Ibis library was opened June 1 I, 18(0, since which time 
rare and valuable books of reference have been purchased by 
the Committee, and other works have been presented by Mrs. 
Lliza Sutton, until it has become one of the most valuable 
libraries of its size and kind. 

During the last year among the most valuable additions 
made are a full set of Hansard's Parliamentary Debates of 
Great Britian in 339 volumes; the Galerie du Palais Pitti, 4 
vols., large paper edition with engravings before letters ; La- 
tham s Johnsons Dictionary of the English Language in 1 
volumes; Clarence Cook's revised edition of Lubke's History 
of Art ; l he Runic Monuments of Scandinavia and England, 2 
vols., and I he Antiquites Prehistoriques du Danemark ; The 
Medal lie History of the l nited States, 2 volumes. 

Mrs. Sutton has presented vols. 1 and 5 of the (ilobe Ency- 
clopaedia ; 2 vols. of the Illustrated London News, and the 
History of Essex County. 

I he w hole number of books purchased and presented since 
last years annual report is 3()l> entire volumes; parts 3, I, 5 
of Raeinet's Costume Historique ; part 6 of Audsley and 
Bowes' Ke ramie Art in Japan ; 1 Port Folio W ild's English 
Cathedrals.
